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INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 

Three  numbers  of  the  Year-book  of  Library  Commissions  were 
published  by  the  League,— in  1906,  1907,  and  1908.  In  1910,  a 
Handbook  was  published.  This  gave  a  history  of  Commission 
work  and  of  the  League,  and  a  full  account  of  each  Commission. 
It  was  planned  to  supplement  this  by  annual  Year-books,  but 
none  was  published  in  1911,  as  the  subject-matter  had  not  yet 
been  definitely  settled.  In  1912,  a  Committee  of  the  League 
made  a  report  on  what  the  Year-book  should  contain,  and  the 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  compile  one. 

The  Year-book  is  intended  only  to  supplement  the  fuller  in- 
formation of  the  Handbook,  and  bring  it  to  date.  As  to  publi- 
cations, each  Commission  was  asked  to  furnish  a  list  of  those 
now  in  print.  For  complete  lists,  the  Handbook  should  be  con- 
sulted. 

In  two  states,  Arkansas  and  Oklahoma,  efforts  are  being  made 
to  secure  the  establishment  of  library  commissions,  but  nothing 
definite  can  be  reported  for  this  Year-book. 

The  compiler  acknowledges  with  gratitude  the  assistance  given 
by  the  various  Commissions  in  furnishing  information  for  the 
Year-book.

LEAGUE  OF  LIBRARY  COMMISSIONS 
CONSTITUTION 


Name.  The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  League  of  Li- 
brary Commissions. 

2 

Object.  The  object  of  the  League  shall  be  to  promote,  by  coop- 
eration, such  library  interests  as  are  within  the  province  of  library 
supervision  by  the  state. 

3 

Membership.  Any  state  commission,  board,  bureau,  depart- 
ment, or  other  official  organization  charged  with  the  duty  of  pro- 
moting library  interests  in  the  state  where  it  is  located,  either  by 
means  of  traveling  libraries  or  the  establishment,  organization 
and  supervision  of  public  libraries,  shall  be  eligible  to  member- 
ship upon  compliance  with  the  conditions  hereinafter  enumerated. 

Each  organization  admitted  to  active  membership  shall  have 
one  vote  through  an  accredited  representative  (preferably  an  ex- 
ecutive officer)  on  any  subject  requiring  action  at  any  meeting; 
but  any  member  or  officer  of  such  commission,  board  or  depart- 
ment may  attend  the  meetings  of  the  League  and  share  in  its 
deliberations. 


Officers.  The  officers  of  the  League  shall  be  president,  1st  and 
2nd  vice-presidents,  and  secretary-treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected 
at  the  annual  meeting  and  shall  serve  until  election  of  their  suc- 
cessors.

Executive  Board.  Except  when  the  League  is  in  session,  its 
affairs  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  an  Executive  Board  consisting  of 
the  officers  named  in  Section  4  and  the  members  of  the  Publication 
Committee,  as  hereinafter  provided.  Any  vacancy  occurring 
during  the  year  shall  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members  of  the 
Executive  Board. 

The  Executive  Board  shall  appoint  a  chairman  for  sectional 
meetings,  when  neither  the  president  nor  any  vice-president  can 
be  in  attendance. 

Votes  of  the  Executive  Board  may  be  taken  by  correspondence, 
a  majority  vote  being  necessary  to  give  validity  to  any  action  so 
taken. 

The  Executive  Board  of  the  League  shall  prepare  programs, 
select  topics  and  assign  speakers  for  the  annual  meeting  and  make 
all  the  necessary  arrangements  therefor. 

6 

Committees.  There  shall  be  a  Publication  Committee  of  three 
members  and  the  president  of  the  League,  who  shall  cooperate 
with  the  Publishing  board  of  the  A.  L.  A.  in  securing  suitable 
material  required  for  Commission  work,  and  who  shall  arrange 
through  co-operation  with  such  Publishing  Board  or  otherwise 
for  the  printing  of  such  publications  and  for  the  price  at  which 
they  may  be  sold. 

Standing  committees  and  special  committees  not  otherwise 
provided  for  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president. 


Dues.  The  payment  of  a  yearly  membership  fee  of  five  dollars 
($5.00)  shall  constitute  active  membership,  such  members 
being  entitled  to  secure  League  publications  at  cost  and  to  exer- 
cise the  voting  privilege  as  specified  in  Section  3.  Associate  mem- 
bers paying  no  dues  shall  be  charged  regular  price  for  League 
publications  but  may  participate  in  deliberations  without  a  vote. 

8 

Annual  Meeting.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  League  shall  be 
held  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  A.  L.  A. 

Sectional  Meetings.  Any  group  of  members  representing 
three  or  more  states  may  by  mutual  agreement,  and  with  the 
approval  of  the  Executive  Board,  hold  a  sectional  meeting  at 
such  time  and  place  as  may  be  agreed  upon.  At  such  meetings 
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such  matters  shall  be  considered  as  shall  be  selected  by  the  mem- 
bers there  assembled  or  by  the  Executive  Board.  No  vote  taken 
at  such  meeting  shall  be  binding  on  the  League,  but  shall  be  ad- 
visory only.  The  Executive  Board  and  committees  of  the  League 
may  ask  for  an  advisory  vote  which  may  guide  them  in  determin- 
ing questions  arising  in  the  prosecution  of  their  work.  No  such 
vote  shall  release  the  committee  from  its  responsibility  in  any 
matter. 

9 

Affiliation.  The  League  shall  be  affiliated  with  the  A.  L.  A. 
in  accordance  with  its  constitution  and  by-laws. 

10 

By-Laws.  The  Board  may  adopt  by-laws  for  the  League  sub- 
ject to  such  amendment  as  may  be  voted  at  the  annual  meeting. 

11 

Amendments.  Amendments  to  this  constitution  may  be 
adopted  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  League  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  those  present  entitled  to  vote;  provided  that  notice  shall 
have  been  given,  by  correspondence,  to  all  members  of  the  League 
at  least  two  months  prior  to  such  annual  meeting;  or  in  lieu  there- 
of, that  the  amendment  shall  have  received  the  unanimous  ap- 
proval of  the  Executive  Board.

New  Legislation.  In  Feb.  1911,  a  new  county  library  law  was 
passed,  to  take  the  place  of  the  first  county  law,  passed  in  1909. 
The  following  summary  of  the  law  of  1911  is  condensed  from 
Library  Journal,  y.  36.  p.  189. 

1.  The  supervisors  of  any  county  may  establish  a  county  free 
library  for  that  part  of  the  county  lying  outside  of  incorporated 
cities  and  towns  maintaining  free  public  libraries,  and  for  such 
additional  portions  of  the  county  as  may  elect  to  become  a  part 
of,  or  to  participate  in,  the  county  free  library  system. 

2.  Any  incorporated  city  or  town  maintaining  a  free  library 
may,  by  action  of  its  city  council,  become  a  part  of  the  county 
free  library  system. 

3.  Any  incorporated  city  or  town  may  contract  with  the 
county  free  library  for  such  service  as  it  may  desire. 

4.  Counties  may  contract  with  each  other  for  joint  library 
service. 

5.  A  board  of  library  examiners  is  created,  composed  of  the 
State  librarian,  and  the  librarians  of  the  public  libraries  of  San 
Francisco  and    Los   Angeles,  to  certificate  applicants  for    the 
position  of  county  librarian. 
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6.  Maximum  power  in  the  management  of  the  county  free 
library  is  given  to  the  county  librarian. 

7.  A  tax  levy  not  to  exceed  10  cents  on  100  dollars  may  be 
made,  to  support  the  county  free  library. 

8.  If  a  county  does  not  wish  to  establish  a  library  of  its  own, 
an  alternative  method  is  offered  by  means  of  a  contract  which 
may  be  entered  into  by  the  board  of  supervisors  with  any  city 
library,  the  latter  agreeing  to  extend  its  service  to  the  county. 

New  Phases  of  Work.  While  no  distinctively  new  work  has 
been  undertaken,  the  development  of  the  county  library  system 
has  led  to  some  changes  that  are  worthy  of  note.  Twenty-one 
counties  are  now  doing  some  of  the  work  for  their  territory  that 
was  at  first  handled  from  the  State  Library.  As  soon  as  a  county 
free  library  is  established,  the  county  librarian  assists  in  the  work 
formerly  done  by  the  state,  such  as  the  planning  and  furnishing 
of  new  library  buildings,  the  cataloging  of  small  libraries,  install- 
ing charging  systems,  etc.  The  State  Library  still  gives  what- 
assistance  is  possible  through  correspondence,  but  does  not  at 
present  send  out  an  organizer. 

In  the  summer  of  1912  a  course  in  library  work  was  given  in 
connection  with  the  regular  Summer  school  at  the  University  of 
California.  The  State  Library  and  all  others  interested  will 
make  every  effort  to  have  some  sort  of  library  school  established 
as  soon  as  possible.  It  is  under  consideration  to  establish  a  course 
at  the  University  of  California  in  1913-1914. 

The  traveling  libraries  that  had  been  sent  out  from  the  State 
Library  since  Dec.  1903  were  discontinued  in  1911,  after  the  ac- 
cidental decrease  in  the  State  Library  fund  by  the  Legislature 
of  1911.  As  the  county  system  is  more  economical  and  success- 
ful, as  a  means  of  book  distribution,  every  effort  will  be  made  to 
establish  county  libraries  where  they  do  not  yet  exist,  rather  than 
return  to  the  old  system  of  traveling  libraries  from  the  State 
Library.  The  books  that  made  up  the  traveling  libraries  are 
now  loaned  in  large  groups  up  to  1000  volumes  to  counties  start- 
ing free  libraries.  These  collections  are  sent  by  freight,  the  county 
library  paying  the  freight  charges.  In  counties  where  there  is 
no  county  free  library,  collections  of  books  for  study  purposes 
are  sent  to  any  club  or  grange  upon  the  application  of  two  resi- 
dent tax-payers.  As  these  books  are  selected  from  the  main  col- 
lection of  the  State  Library,  the  work  is  carried  on  entirely  by  the 
reference  department.  Books  may  be  kept  three  months,  and  by 
special  permission  the  time  may  be  extended.  Transportation 
both  ways  is  paid  by  the  borrowers.

New  Legislation.  Law  governing  state  grant  to  libraries 
amended  as  follows:  In  towns  whose  grand  list  exceeds  six  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  the  Connecticut  public  library  committee 
may  in  its  discretion  expend  annually,  for  books  selected  by  it  for 
any  free  public  library,  a  sum  not  to  exceed  the  amount  annually 
appropriated  and  expended  by  the  town  for  the  increase  of  such  li- 
brary. In  towns  whose  grand  list  does  not  exceed  six  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  said  committee  may,  in  its  discretion,  expend 
annually,  for  books  selected  by  it  for  any  free  public  library,  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  the  amount  annually  appropriated  and  expend- 
ed from  any  source  for  the  increase  of  such  library.  The  expendi- 
ture by  said  committee  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars  annually  for  any  library. 

New  Phases  of  Work.  Book  wagon  routes  have  been  estab- 
lished in  five  towns.  Each  route  is  covered  once  in  six  weeks.  In 
the  year  reported,  37  trips  have  been  made,  involving  1019  calls 
on  210  families  and  5904  books  delivered.

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New  Phases  of  Work: 

Traveling  Libraries.  The  traveling  library  system  maintained 
by  the  Commission  consists  of  fixed  groups  of  fifty  volumes  for 
general  reading  and  study,  for  adults,  young  people  and  children; 
and  includes  fiction,  biography,  travel,  history  and  prominent 
topics  of  the  day.  A  farmers'  library  of  fifteen  books  may  be  sub- 
stituted for  the  same  number  in  general  reading  in  a  regular  li- 
brary; or  a  separate  library  of  fifteen  agricultural  books  is  loaned 
on  request.  The  libraries  are  sent  free  of  charge  except  for  trans- 
portation, to  small  towns,  schools,  study  clubs,  rural  districts 
and  farming  communities.  They  are  loaned  for  six  months  with 
the  privilege  of  extension  for  a  longer  period  or  of  exchange  in 
less  time  if  desired. 

In  addition  to  the  fixed  groups  of  traveling  libraries,  an  open 
shelf  or  subject  collection  is  maintained  from  which  books  may 
be  borrowed  to  suit  the  specific  needs  of  study  clubs,  debating 
teams,  farmers'  clubs  and  individuals. 

School  Libraries.  The  Commission  is  working  in  cooperation 
with  the  rural  schools  of  the  State  in  an  endeavor  to  improve 
school  library  conditions.  Fifteen  and  twenty-five  dollar  model 
school  collections  are  on  exhibition  in  the  offices  of  the  Commis- 
sion and  a  movement  has  been  inaugurated  to  install  a  system 
of  school  traveling  libraries  in  every  county  in  the  State. 

Debating  Material.  Work  with  debating  teams  throughout 
the  State  has  been  started,  and  the  collections  of  material  on  some 
of  the  more  popular  questions  of  debate  are  being  enlarged. 

Study  Outlines.  In  cooperation  with  the  standing  committees 
of  the  Kentucky  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  study  outlines 
are  being  prepared  and  books  provided  to  carry  out  these  studies.

New  Legislation.  In  1911,  a  law  was  passed  allowing  any  city 
or  town  library  to  lend  its  books  to  any  other  city  or  town  library, 
under  such  conditions  as  may  be  made  in  writing  by  the  govern- 
ing body  of  the  library.  Any  city  or  town  may  raise  money  to 
pay  the  expense  of  so  borrowing  books. 

New  Phases  of  Work.  Since  the  appointment  of  an  agent, 
the  field  work  has  materially  increased.  This  includes  both 
visits  and  aid  in  reorganization.  A  committee  is  promoting 
cooperation  between  the  Commission  and  the  library  clubs  of  the 
state,  and  also  between  the  different  clubs.  The  Commission  has 
held  one  Institute  for  instruction,  and  a  number  of  neighborhood 
meetings  of  librarians.  During  the  coming  year,  the  Commission 
hopes  to  do  more  to  encourage  library  work  with  foreigners.

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New  Phases  of  Work: 

School  Libraries.  In  August,  1911,  Miss  Martha  Wilson, 
formerly  librarian  of  the  Library  Commission,  was  appoint- 
ed Supervisor  of  school  libraries  under  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction.  In  creating  this  office  the  aim  of  the  Depart- 
ment has  been  the  promoting  of  school  library  interests  in  general, 
through  raising  the  standard  of  service  in  school  libraries,  urging 
instruction  in  the  use  of  books  in  high  schools,  and  more  work 
in  children's  literature  in  the  normal  schools,  correlating  school 
libraries  and  public  libraries,  giving  advice  in  organization  and  the 
publication  of  school  library  aids,  the  preparation  of  lists, 
exhibits,  and  talks  at  school  meetings. 

In  addition  to  the  compilation  of  the  "Catalog  for  Public  school 
libraries"  from  which  purchases  are  made  by  school  libraries 
securing  state  aid,  a  revised  edition  of  the  "Teachers'  assistant, 
a  selected  list  for  grades  1-4,"  has  been  issued;  suggestive  $10 
orders  for  rural  schools  printed  in  slip  form;  and  a  graded  list  of 
stories  to  read  aloud  compiled  and  multigraphed  for  distribution. 
Many  lists  have  been  compiled  in  response  to  individual  requests 
and  to  call  attention  to  special  subjects,  or  books,  such  as: — Books 
for  school  libraries  open  to  the  public;  Books  about  children's 
reading  and  story  telling;  Industrial  books  for  rural  school  li- 
braries: Pupil's  reading  circle  list;  School  library  aids  for  teachers, 
etc. 

Talks  on  the  school  library,  its  selection,  care  and  use,  and  on 
children's  reading  have  been  given  at  District  and  County  tea- 
chers' meetings,  Farmers'  institutes,  and  at  nine  county  summer 
schools,  in  1912.  An  outline  of  instruction  on  the  work  of  rural 
school  libraries,  with  a  suggestive  list  of  typical  children's  books 
for  required  reading,  has  been  prepared  for  use  in  teachers'  train- 
ing departments  in  high  schools. 

Exhibits  showing  aids  in  book-selection  and  library  methods 
for  school  libraries  have  been  made  at  State  and  District  Educa- 
tional association  meetings,  and  joint  round  table  meetings  for 
public  and  school  librarians  have  been  held  at  the  district  meetings 
in  cooperation  with  the  Library  Commission.

New  Phases  of  Work.  Supervision  of  libraries  in  state  insti- 
tutions is  now  a  part  of  the  work  of  the  Commission.  The  Legis- 
lature of  1911  set  aside  $5000  to  be  used  in  beginning  the  work; 
and  Miss  Florence  Waugh  began  work  as  institution  librarian  in 
May,  1911.  She  first  visited  all  the  institutions.  It  was  then 
decided  to  follow  the  plan  of  a  city  branch  system;  all  ordering 
of  books  and  supplies,  cataloging,  and  preparation  of  books  for 
circulation,  to  be  done  at  the  main  office.  The  report  of  the  Com- 
mission for  1912  gives  an  interesting  account  of  the  work  in  the 
institutions.  The  total  number  of  institutions  is  13,  including 
state  hospitals,  industrial  schools  and  homes,  soldiers'  homes, 
and  the  penitentiary.  Ony  7  of  these  had  libraries,  and  some  of 
these  were  very  small,  and  in  poor  condition.  The  Commission 
has  purchased  2927  v.  at  a  cost  of  $2460.04.  Subscriptions  for 
magazines  and  newspapers  have  also  been  made.  The  largest 
piece  of  work  was  at  the  penitentiary,  where  the  library  was 
thoroughly  reorganized,  340  new  books  bought,  and  a  printed 
list  prepared.  The  interest  in  the  better  class  of  books  there  has 
been  much  stimulated.  The  average  population  for  the  latest 
month  reported  was  380,  and  1077  books  were  circulated,  32% 
being  non-fiction.

New  Phases  of  Work.  When  the  Handbook  was  published  in 
1910,  the  Commission  had  no  appropriation,  so  that  its  activities 
were  necessarily  limited.  In  1911,  an  appropriation  of  $2500  was 
received,  with  authority  to  engage  an  organizer.  The  following 
statement  concerning  the  work  is  condensed  from  the  report  of 
the  Commission  for  1911-12. 

Advisory  and  field  work.  The  Commission  encourages  the 
establishment  of  libraries  in  all  communities  able  to  support  them, 
and  lays  special  emphasis  on  the  value  of  county  libraries.  Where 
conditions  are  favorable  for  establishing  a  library,  aid  is  given  by 
printed  matter,  personal  visits,  speaking  at  public  meetings,  and 
in  any  other  way  practicable.  Aid  in  library  methods,-such  as 
classification,  cataloging,  charging  systems,  etc., — is  given  both 
to  new  libraries  and  to  those  that  wish  to  improve  their  system. 
During  the  year,  the  Secretary  has  visited  33  places,  going  to 
some  of  them  as  many  as  six  times. 

Summer  school.  The  Commission  cooperated  with  the  Univers- 
ity of  the  South,  Knoxville,  in  conducting  a  six  weeks'  library 
course  in  the  summer  school  there.  Scholarships  were  offered 
to  those  holding  library  positions  or  under  definite  appointment, 
and  to  teachers  in  charge  of  school  libraries.  The  department 
was  conducted  by  Miss  Fay,  librarian  of  the  University  of  Ten- 
nessee, and  her  assistant,  Miss  Eaton.  Lectures  were  given  by 
members  of  the  Commission,  and  by  its  General  secretary,  Mrs. 
Kelley. 

Institution  libraries.  The  Commission  has  included  in  its 
field  of  activities  some  of  the  State's  charitable  and  correctional 
institutions.  Through  the  generosity  of  a  citizen,  the  Commission 
was  able  to  donate  a  choice  selection  of  books  to  the  library  in 
the  main  state  prison.  Assistance  was  also  rendered  to  the  book 
committee  of  the  prison  library;  and  to  the.  building  committee 
in  regard  to  the  plans  for  the  new  library  soon  to  be  erected  by  the 
prisoners  themselves.  As  soon  as  the  books  are  installed,  the 
Commission  will  aid  in  cataloging  them. 

Traveling  libraries.  As  has  been  the  case  in  many  other  states, 
the  traveling  library  system  in  Tennessee  was  inaugurated  by  the 
State  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs.  During  the  presidency  of 
Mrs.  W.  D.  Beard,  afterward  a  member  of  the  Commission,  the 
Federation  sent  out  the  first  traveling  libraries  in  the  state.  In 
all  efforts  to  secure  the  enactment  of  the  law  creating  the  Free 
Library  Commission,  the  State  Federation  rendered  valuable  and 
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untiring  assistance.  When  the  Commission  began  active  work, 
the  traveling  libraries  belonging  to  the  Federation  were  turned 
over  to  it.  They  are  now  sent  out  by  the  Commission,  in  addition 
to  libraries  of  its  own. 

A  collection  of  fifty  books  is  loaned  to  any  community  in  the 
state  not  accessible  to  a  library  center.  Any  community  or  study 
club  may  form  a  Traveling  Library  Association  by  obtaining  the 
signature  of  three  responsible  citizens  to  the  agreement  blanks 
furnished  by  the  Commission,  appointing  a  librarian,  and  pro- 
viding a  suitable  place  for  the  library.  The  library  may  be  kept 
six  months. 

Individuals  may  borrow  two  or  three  books  from  the  traveling 
library  collection  of  the  Commission,  on  request  of  the  librarian 
of  the  local  traveling  library.  Where  there  is  no  traveling  library, 
the  application  is  signed  by  a  school  officer  of  the  district.  The 
books  may  be  kept  two  months,  and  the  borrower  pays  the  trans- 
portation. Fourteen  such  loans  were  made  during  the  year. 

Any  study  club  may  borrow  a  traveling  library  on  sending  in 
an  application  signed  by  the  officers  of  the  club.  The  club  pays 
transportation,  and  may  keep  the  books  for  the  club  year. 

The  Commission  reports  a  steady  and  increased  demand  for  the 
traveling  libraries.  Post-offices,  stores,  churches,  schools,  news- 
paper offices,  and  homes  have  all  served  as  stations.  Some  of  the 
libraries  have  gone  to  remote  and  isolated  sections.  The  local 
librarians  report  a  large  circulation.  During  the  year  libraries 
were  sent  to  112  communities. 

Exhibits.  To  make  more  widely  known  the  work  of  the  Com- 
mission, and  especially  the  traveling  libraries,  an  exhibit  was 
placed  in  the  Woman's  Building  at  the  State  Fair.  The  trains 
touring  the  state  in  the  interests  of  agriculture,  education,  and 
health,  have  displayed  a  number  of  the  Commission's  traveling 
libraries;  and  this  has  brought  a  large  number  of  inquiries  from 
citizens  who  there  learned  for  the  first  time  of  this  opportunity. 

County  libraries.  The  report  of  the  Commission  closes  with 
a  statement  as  to  the  value  of  county  libraries,  and  an  appeal  for 
their  establishment.

"Work  with  Teacher-training  classes, 
(girls  and  boys  in  high  school  preparing  to  teach),  telling  them 
about  the  best  way  for  teachers  to  co-operate  with  libraries,  and 
explaining  what  help  they  could  get  from  the  State  in  traveling 
libraries,  fists,  etc. 

In  place  of  an  annual  institute,the  Library  Commissioners  ar- 
ranged a  two-days'  meeting  on  general  library  problems.  This 
has  been  tried  for  two  years,  and  the  librarians,  trustees,  and 
school-teachers,  who  attended  called  the  change  a  success.  To 
offset  any  possible  lack  felt  by  the  ommission  of  the  institute,  a 
Committee  was  appointed  to  answer  technical  questions  at  each 
two-days'  meeting. 

As  an  experiment,  a  very  informal  library  school  was  held  at  a 
quarterly  public  meeting  of  the  Board,  to  which  librarians  from 
the  surrounding  towns  came.  Besides  showing  elements  of  class- 
ification, cataloging,  charging  systems,  and  book-mending,  there 
was  opportunity  for  discussion  of  individual  needs  and  problems. 
This  informal  school  was  attended  by  seven  librarians  for  two 
days.  They  asked  for  just  the  subjects  that  they  particularly 
needed,  and  incidentally  received  information  which  the  Board 
thought  that  they  needed.  They  seemed  well  satisfied  with  the 
experiment."

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The  Washington  Library  Commission  operates  three  depart- 
ments, each  separate  in  funds  and  administration  from  the  other: 
the  State  Library,  the  State  Traveling  Library,  and  the  State 
Law  Library.  The  field  work  falls  mainly  to  the  Traveling  Li- 
brary. The  Superintendent  reports  that  288  new  applications 
were  received  in  twenty  months;  and  that  11,988  people  in  the 
rural  districts  are  tributary  to  the  new  stations,  besides  a  number 
that  are  not  reported.  Among  the  readers  of  the  traveling  libra- 
ries are  4,422  men  in  the  R.  R.  construction  and  U.  S.  reclamation 
work. 

Special  book  purchases  have  been  made  for  improvement  clubs. 
granges,debates,  required  reading  in  the  8th  grade  and  in  teachers 
reading  circles,  rock  quarry  convicts,  the  W.  C.  T.  U.,  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.,  and  the  women's  clubs.  Permanent  stations,  from  which 
books  are  not  returned,  are  maintained  at  the  tuberculosis  sani- 
tariums and  in  jails. 

The  department  has  given  away  20,  000  magazines,  hi  connec- 
tion with  its  traveling  libraries,  and  has  sent  4,875  magazines  as 
special  contributions,  and  to  fill  up  the  files  of  public  libraries.
